Office 
East India House, or the House of the East India Company, "the most 
celebrated commercial Association of ancient or modern times, and which has 
extended its sway over the whole of the Mogul Empire," was situated on the 
south side of Leadenhall-street, and was taken down in 1862. 


The tradition of the House is, that the Company, incorporated December 31st 
1600, first transacted their business in the great room of the Nag's Head 
Inn, opposite St. Botolph's Church, Bishopsgate-street. The maps of London, 
soon after the Great Fire, place the India House on a part of its late site 
in Leadenhall-street. Here originally stood the mansion of Alderman Kerton, 
built in the reign of Edward Vl., rebuilt on the accession of Elizabeth, 
enlarged by its next purchaser, Sir William Craven, lord mayor in 1610, here 
was born the great Lord Craven, who in 1701 leased his house and a tenement 
in Lime-street to the Company, at 100L a year. A scarce Dutch etching in 

the British Museum shows this house to have been half-timbered, its lofty 
gable surmounted with two dolphins and a figure of a mariner, or, as some say, 
of the first Governor; beneath are merchant-ships at sea, the Royal arms, and 
those of the Company. This grotesque structure was taken down in 1726, and 
een its site was erected "the old East India House," to which , in 1799 and 
1 » was built a handsome stone front, 200 feet long, by Jupp, and other 
enlargements by Cockerell, R.A. and Wilkins, R.A. 

It had a hexastyle Ionic portico of six fluted columns, from the ancient 
temple of Apollo Didymaeus, and in the tympanum of the pediment were sculptured 
by Bacon, jun., figure emblematic of the commerce of the East, shielded by 
George 111.: on the upper acroterium was a statue of Britannia; and on the 
two lower, a figure of Europe on a horse, and Asia on a camel. 


The interior contained many fine statues and pictures. The new Sale-room 
approached in interest the Rotunda of the Bank of England. The Court-room 
(Directors') was an exact cube of 30 feet; was richly gilt, and was hung 
with six pictures of the Cape, St. Helena, and Tellicherry; and over the 
chimey was a large marble group of figures, supported by caryatides. 

The general Court-room (Proprietors') had in niches statues of Lord Clive, 
Warren Hastings, the Marquis Cornwallis, Sir Eyre Coote, General Lawrance, 
Sir George Pococke, and the Marquis Wellesley. 


East India House 


The Finance and Home Committe-room had one wall entirely occupied by a 
picture of the grant of the Dewanee to the Company in 1765, the foundation 
of the British power in India: here also were portraits of Warren Hastings 
end the Marquis Cornwallis; Mirza Abul Hassan, the Persian envoy to London 
in 1809, & c. 

The Library contained, perhaps, the most splendid assemblage of Oriental 
MSS. in Europe, many with illuminated drawings; Tippoo Sultan's Register of 
Dreams ( with interpretations), and his Koran; a large collection of Chinese 
printed books; and a MS. Sanscrit tract on the Astrolabe. 


The Auction sale of the materials of the India House occupied five days; the 
most valuable of the contents having been transferred to the temporary 
quarters of the India Governemnt, in Victoria street, Westminster. 

There were 15,000 feet of York and Portland paving; 4000 feet run of Portland 
coping,stone sills, stringing, cornice, and other stonework; 2000 feet of 
sheet copper, 200 tons of lead on the roofs, 2000 squares of flooring boards, 
1700 doors of all kinds, including some of solid mahogany; and an immense 
variety of other materials, covering an acre and a half of ground. 


EAST INDIA COMPANY 


Became an exclusively political institution; the Act 3 & 4, William 1V; 
prolonging the charter till 1854, debarring the Company from the privilege 
of trading. Before this reduction, nearly 400 men were employed in the 
warehouses, and the number of clerks was above 400. 

The fifteen warehouse often contained 50,000,000 lbs (above 22,000 tons) 
of tea: and 1,2000,000 lbs have been sold in one day. (In 1668, the Company 
ordered “one hundred pounds weight of good teye" to be sent home on 


speculation! ) 
The Clerks' business was very heavy: from 1793 to 1813, the explanatory 


matter from the Indian Government filled 9094 large folio volumes; and from 
thet year to 1829, 14,414;and a military despatch has been accompanied with 
199 volumes, containing 13,511 pages. 


In 1826, the patronage of each East India Director for the year was estimated 
at 20,000 L Sterling (I think this is & ) 


The twenty-four Directors received 300 L each, and 500 L for their "Chairs," 
being a charge on the Hindoos of 7700 L per annum. 

Except a few satrapies, cadies, high-priests, and teachers of hosts, the 
directors exercised the whole patronage of nomination to Indian office, 
civil, military, and clerical. 


Hoole (1544-95) the translater of Tasso Torquato, worked for the East 
India Company. Italian poet, author of Jerusalen Delivered et¢. 


Lamb Charles (1775-1834) worked for the East India Company. 

English essayist and critic, author of ‘Essays of Elia. 

"My printed works," said Lamb, "were my recreation," - my true work may 
be found on the shelves of Leadenhall Street, filling some hundred folios. 


Mill John Stuart (1806-1873) worked for the East India Company. 
English political economist, author of 'On Liberty (1859) and Utilitarianism 
(1861) historian of British India.

INDIA x 


The British East India Company was the name given 

to a few companies which were formed to trade with 
India and Southeast Asia. The Company began trading 
about 1600, and maintained its own military forces 
to protect its property. In 1757 these forces, led 
by Sir Robert Clive, won a great victory at Plassey, 
and this date is considered the beginning of British 
power in India. 

The "Company"' was abolished by Parliament in 1858. 


BLACK HOLE OF CALCUTTA. 


The punishment-cell of the Barracks in Fort William, 
Calcutta, in which 146 Europeans were confined for 
a night (1756) by order of Suraj ud Daula, and only 
23 survived until morning. 


CLIVE Robert Baron Clive of Plassey 
1724-1774 


English soldier and Stateman, in the Service of the 
East India Company. Avenged the Black Hole of 
Calcutta, by defeating Suraj ud Daula at the battle 
of Plassey, 1757, through which Bengal passed to 
British hands. 

Clive became Governor of Bengal in 1758. 


Bengal - District of the Ganges Delta. 


In 1765, the East India Company acquired the right 
to administer Bengal ( after Clive's victory at 
Plassey in 1757) and afterwards other parts. 


Mutiny, revolt 1857-1858 beginning at Meerut, of 
Sepoy's in Bengal, "Army of the East India Company," 
against British Authority, as the Crown was taking 
over the authority of the "Company." 


INDIAMAN 


Ships engaged in Trade with India, especially large 
vessels belonging to the East India Company. 


JOHN 


Humorous name for the East India Company, from the 
name dan Kompanie, by which the Dutch East India 
Company, and later the Dutch Government, was known 
in the East 


DOCKS 


The Docks of London are entirely the growth of the present century (19th) 
and the result of the vast increase in the commerce of the preceeding 25 
years, which was as great as in the first 70 years of the century: a 
hundred years since, London had not one-twentieth of its present trade. 
Hitherto, merchandize was kept afloat in barges, from want of room to 
discharge it at legal quays, when the plunder was frightful - lightermen, 
watermen, labourers, the crews of ships, the mates and officers, and the 
revenue officers, combining in this nefarious system, which neither the 
police nor the terrors of Execution Dock could repress. 


At length, in 1789, Mr Perry, a shipbuilder, constructed at Blackwall the 
Brunswick Docks, to contain 28 East Indiamen (ships) and 50 or 60 smaller 
ships; and in ten years after, the construction of public Docks was commenced. 


The district north and south of the Thames, from the Tower to Blackwall, is 
the most remarkable portion of London. Here have been formed for the 
reception, discharge, and loading of vessels, on the north, St.Katharine's 
Docks, the London Docks, the West India Docks, the East India Docks, the 
Victoria Docks; and on the south the Grand Surrey Docks and the Commerical 
Docks; these comprise hundreds of acres of water, surrounded by miles of walls, 
and sheltering THOUSANDS OF SHIPS; here have been spent, not simply thousands, 
but millions of pounds, and all this has been effected in about half a 
century. 

Before there were any Docks, an East Indiaman ( large ship) of 800 tons, 

was not usually delivered of her cargo in less than a MONTH, and then the 
goods had to be taken in ‘lighters from Blackwall nearly to London Bridge. 

For the delivery of a ship of 350 tons, not 70 years ago, eight days were 
necessary in summer and fourteen in winter: now, a ship of 500 tons may be 
discharged without any difficulty in two or three days. 

The mass of shipping, the vastness of the many-storied warehouses and the 
heaps of merchandize from every region of the globe, justify the glory of 
London, as "the great emporium of nations," and "the metropolis of the most 
intelligent and wealthy empire the sun ever shone upon, and of which the 
boast is, as of Spain of old, that upon the dominions the sun never sets." 


EAST INDIA DOCKS, Blackwall, lie below the West India Docks, and immediately 
adjoin the Blackwall Railway and Brunswick Wharf. These Docks, designed 
by Ralph Walker, C.E., were originally constructed for the East India Co., 
and completed in 1808. Since the opening of the trade to India, they have 
been the property of the East and West India Company. Their water area is 
30 acres, and their great depth 24 feet, accommodates vessels of very 
large size; they have a cast-iron wharf, 750 feet in length, in which are 
more than 900 tons of metal. 


WAREHOUSES 


The Wool-floors were considerably enlarged and glass-roofed in 1850: the 
annual importation is 130,000 bales; value 2,600,000 L . 

The vast Tea-warehouse was completed in 1845; cost 100,000 L, stowage for 
120,000 chests of tea. to inspect the Ivory-warehouse requires a special 
order: here lie heaps of elephant and rhinoceros tusks, the ivory weapons 
of sword-fish etc. 

The great Tobacco-warehouse, "the Queen's," is rented by Government for 
14,000 L per annum: it is five acres in extent, and is covered by a skilfully 
iron-framed roof, supported by slender columns: it will contain 24,000 
hogshead of tobacco, value 4,800,00 L_ the huge casks are piled two in 
height, intersected by passages and alleys, each several hundred feet long. 
There is another warehouse for finer tobacco; and a cigar floor, in which 
are frequently 1500 chests of cigars, value 150,000 L. 


CUSTOMS ( 


Near the north-east corner of the Queen's Warehouse, a guide-post, inscribed 
"To the Kiln," directs you to "the Queen's Pipe," or chimney of the furnace; 

on the door of the latter and of the room are painted the crown-royal and V.R. 
In this kiln are burnt all such goods as do not fetch the amount of their 
duties and the Customs' charges: tea, having once set the chimney of the kiln 
on fire, is rarely burnt; and the wine and spirits are emptied into the Docks. 
The huge mass of fire in the furnace is fed night and day with condemned goods: 
on one occasion, 900 Austrian mtton-hams were burnt; another 45,000 pairs of 
French gloves; and silks and satins, tobacco and cigars, are here consumed in 
vast quantities: the ashes being sold by the ton as manure, for killing insects, 
and to soap-boilers and chemicel manufacturers. Nails and other pieces of iron, 
sifted from the ashes, are prized for their toughness in making gun-barrels; 
gold and silver, the remains of plate, watches, and jewellery thrown into the 
furnaces, are also found in the ashes. 


Lastly, the London Docks in brisk times are employed nearly 3000 men: and this 
is one of the few places in the metropolis where men can get employment with 
out either character or recommendation. At the Dock-gates, at half-past seven 
in the morning, "may be seen congregated swarms of men, of all grades, looks 
and kinds. 

There are decayed and bankrupt master-butchers, master-bakers, publicans, 
grocers, old soldiers, old sailors, Polish refuzees, broken-down gentlemen, 
discharged lawyers' clerks, suspended government~clerks almsmen, pensioners, 
servants, thieves - indeed, every one who wants a loaf and is willing to 

work for it.

Tower Hamlets is an area of tenements and tower blocks, open markets and 
warehouses, spreading east from the city, London's business centre, and north 
from the new high-tech developments in the dockland along the Thames. 


Bangladeshis - the most recently arrived of Britain's major ethnic minorities 
- began to settle in the borough in the early 1970s, following in the footsteps 
of earlier immigrants such as French Protestant Huguenots in the 18th century 
and European Jews of the 19th Century. 


CHURCHES 


ST. LUKE'S, near the centre of Old Street road, is one of the fifty Queen 
Anne churches, and was consecrated on St. Luke's day, October 16th 1733. 
It is built of stone, and has an obelisk spire, a masterpiece of absurdity. 


The parish was taken out of St. Giles, Cripplegate. 


ST. JOHN'S, formerly St. Augustin's, et Hackney, was taken down in 1798, 
except the tower, of the sixteenth century, which still remains, with a 
clock and peal of eight bells; the body of the church was rebuilt north 
ward of the ancient edifice; eastward is the chapel of the Rowe family, 
built in 1614, and preserved as a mausoleum. The churchyard has thorough- 
fare paths, lined with lofty trees, but the funereal yew is not among them. 
The old church, before its demolition, was extremely rich in monuments and 
brass, some of which were removed to the porches and vestibules of the 


new church.

From 1788 - 1834. When he retired, he was working in the Tea Warehouse. 


1834 Age 65 This was the year the East India Company, closed its 
warehouses in London, and John was pensioned off. 


In the India Office Records, there was a John Hawkins recorded at the same 
time as Richard Hawkins, ( son. ) 

He continues in the ledger until 1860, when that series finishes." 

It is only in the last letter back from England 8-10-1987, that I found 
out that this John, would be Richard's father. 


Johns pension would be at least at the same rate as son Richard's, 
£36-10-0 per year, but with 46 years service, and being age 65, 
(Richard is age 37 year) he possibly got the orginal amount of 
£73-0-0 per year.

The East India Company closed its warehouses in London in 1834, but it looks 
as if Richard may have worked on, winding things down, until 14th December 
1836. There is a note in the Records ‘Commd.' has been added - presumably 
for commenced, but there is no other clue. 


Richard was made a grant 30th July, 1834. 
Amount per Annum, £73-0-0, commuted to £36-10-0, per Annum. 


He received £8-6-7, per quarter, until his death, 19th November 1884, age 87. 
He was on this pension at least forty eight years. 


Richard after 1836, would have had other employment, but with his guaranty 
income, it would have made life much easier. He could pick and choose his 
jobs, and possibly didn't have to work all the time. 


1840 Age 43 From September 1840 to June 1841, (10 months) Richard is 
away, maybe America, South Africa, or India. 

During this time, his pension was made payable to his wife Emma. 

This is the only reference we have of his wife, although up to the 1881 
census, Richard puts himself down as married. 


What become of Emma, and the ten other children is unknown at this date 
14-12-1987. The only information is below:-

St. Catherine's House Index for England, marriages, has been searched. 
Could only find Emma Rebecca Hawkins, and George Robert Hawkins. 

I have searched the Victorian Marriage Index, and found nothing. I will 
have to try the Victorian Death Index. 


It would appear that son George Hawkins, of Fryer's Creek Road, Campbell's 
Creek, Victoria, Australia, kept in contact with his father. 

When George died in 1878, his wife Sarah probably kept it up, until Richard 
died in 1884.

ABORGINALS 


It is not easy to obtain an accurate picture 
of Aboriginal numbers or culture before the 
coming of the white man, but there were 
probably between 11,000 and 15,000 thousand 
Aboriginals living in Victoria, divided 


between 38 tribes, which varied in size according to the richness of their 
environment. Each tribe occupied a recognised area, spoke his own language, 
and called itself by a specific name. Within these main tribes were a number 
of sub-divisions or hordes, and the tribe acted as a whole only on specical 
occasions in the year when it would get together to settle social and ceremonial 
matters. When food and water were abundant, however, awhole tribe might live 
together for quite an extended period in a settled community. 


They did not, at first, recognise Europeans as enemies - the old traditional 
foes were hated and feared much more than the newcomers. 

Little would the natives realise that within a short space of time, this land, 
their land, would be taken over by the new arrivale, and their people reduced 
to almost total extinction. 


Harry Hawkins told his niece Isabel, that Aborginals where around Campbell's 
Creek when he was young, and the local whites used to just take a pop shot 
at them. 


FIRST WHITES 


Major Sir Thomas Mitchell and his party were the first white people to see the 
area on 28th September 1836, and camped just out of Castlemaine at Moonlight. 


In 1840, William (later Sir William) Campbell took over Strathlodden Station in 
partnership with J.H. McKnight. 

The area corresponded roughly to the Campbell's Creek valley and its tributaries. 
The first ‘white child', born in the district was born on Strathlodden Station 


Jessie Kennedy 
Born 25th October, 1845 


A monument has been erected, and place beside the Midland Highway, 5 miles from 
Campbell's Creek, on the way to Ballarat, to mark this event. 


You will note Richard George Hawkins was born at Campbell's Creet, 3-11-1855, 
which is only 10 years later. 
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GOLD 


One of the most fascinating 
subjects in the world of 
finance is 'GOLD.' 

Man has worked for gold, fought 
for it, lied for it, cheated for 
it, lived for it, worshipped it, 
died for it. 


In Australia, our history has been marked with many a gold rush, the whispered 
word 'GOLD' has acted on men like a fevere 


Gold occurs naturally and is often found associated with other metals, 
especially copper, silver, platinum. It is most often found with 'fools gold' 
or pyrite, the yellow disulfide of iron. 


It is generally found either by hydrothermal veins - formed by the reaction 
of high temperature solutions and the rocks they invade - or in placer 
deposits - formed when gold is liberated by weathering and is washed into 


streams where it accumulates. 


In 1852, some 370,000 people migrated to Australia, completely changing its 
population structure and transforming its economy. 

Almost £11 million worth of gold was mined in Victoria alone in 1853. 

The great Kalgoorlie fields in Western Australia were discovered around the 
turn of the century, making W.A. the biggest producing state in the 20th 
Century with 2.3 million ozs in 1903. 


To appreciate the significance and magnitude of gold's amazing prices increases, 
we must briefly look at its historyo 

That versatile scientist Sir Isaac Newton, as Master of the Mint in England 

in 1717, set the price of gold at #4-4-11% a troy ounce. (A troy ounce - 

or 31.1035 grams.) 


Amazingly, this price held firm for 200 years. By the start of the First 
World War in 1914, some 59 countries were on a gold or gold exchange standard. 
The price of gold that year, 1914, was €4-4-11% an ounce - exactly as it 
was in 1717. 


At first the value of the U.S. doller was set at 24.75 grains of pure gold 
in 1792. It was later changed to 23.22 grains or $20.67 per oz of gold. 
In 1933 the U.S. dollar was devalued to 13.71 grains of gold or $35.00 per ozs. 
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GOLD - an Element of Fortune. /# 


This price held firm for a staggering 38 years, until the Smithsonian 
Agreement in December 1971. Today (9-1-1985) U.S. dollar is valued at 
1.2 grains of gold. 


Over the last 50 years the U.S. dollar has fallen in value but, in terms of 
purchasing power, gold has not. In 1930 to buy a new motor car one needed 
20 ozs of gold or around $400.00 U.S. dollars. 

Today you can buy a new motor car with 20 ozs of gold, but how much of a car 
will $400.00 U.S. dollars buy you. 


But it has only been in the past decade that a massive global speculation 
of gold has dawned. For almost 40 years to 1971, gold was a poor investment 
becauseof its link to the U.S. dollar, with the price pegged all that time 
at $35.00 an oz. 


When that link was cut in 1971, and gold was free to find its market level, 
gold bugs went hysterical. It didn't take much to realize that gold would 
go a lot higher than $35.00 an oz, because every other commodity on earth 
hadrisen many-fold during the 40 years that the gold price had remained 
unchenged. 

Since January 1976, Australians have been able to own gold, before that it 
was ‘illegal.' The price of gold finally peaked in 1980, at $875.00 an oz. 


CAROB. 
The seeds of the 'Carob Pod' were the original 'Carat' used by goldsmiths 
for weighing gold. Carob seeds used to be worth their weight in gold. 

The ingredient we know as Carob, has gone by many names in its long history. 
Carob is referred to in the Bible. 

By some miracle, it tastes like chocolate, without the side effects. 


CARAT. 


1. Measure of weight, about 3-1/3 grains, for precious stones. 


2. Measure of 1/24 in stating the fineness of gold; if e.g. the mass 
contains 22 parts of gold and two of alloy, it is 22 carats fine, or 
22 carat gold, 18 carats plus 6 alloy, 9 carats plus 15 alloy.

On FRYER'S CREEK ROAD, approximately half way between CAMPBELL'S CREEK 
and FRYERSTOWN, on the left hand side, 6 miles from Castlemaine 3450, 
VICTORIA 


Before gold was discovered at Fryerstown in 1851, the area was known as 
Bough Yards and was held under licence for grazing. 


In the early days these gold fields were known as Fryers Creek, named after 
a squatter, Peter Fryer, who lived in the area. He had a homestead on the 


bank of a creek which also took its name from him. 


The original name Fryers Creek was changed to Fryerstown, when it became a 
town in 1854. At one time in its opulent history, Fryerstown had some 25 to 
30hotels, backed by five breweries, quenching the hard-working miners' thirsts. 


An equal number of stores and general merchants were operating in the Fryerstown 
district - Golden Gully, Nuggety Gully, Bald Hill, Spring Gully, Churches 
Flat and New Years Flat. 


1856 7th June, George Hawkins purchased at a Land Sale 5 half acre blocks 
on separate Titles, which he called 'NEW LONDON.' 


1859 Fryerstown at this time had a population of six thousand people and 
207 puddling machines 


George had built for his family a substantial four roomed stone cottage, as 
shown above. Nell Meurer always told us when we visited as children, that 
the windows were round, like the port holes of a ship, because George had been 
a sailor. 

The ground around the property happened to be very fertile, and they grow 
vegetables for the miners. The Campbell's Creek area later had orchards, 


until irrigation came to the Northern area's of Victoria.

By the time Sarah Hawkins sold out 20-7-1888, the population was starting 
to move away, and it was a good move on her part to shift to Melbourne, 
when William finished his apprenticeship. 


Although George Hawkins died 7th October 1878, Sarah did not apply for 
administration of his estate until 28-6-1888, and the property then was 
valued at £49-0-0, and personal estate value £5-0-0. 


Two Friends of George's 
William Morris Cab Proprietor, Campbell's Creek 
Samuel Rowe Blacksmith, Campbell's Creek 


both had to sign Affidavits of Surety, dated 2-6-1888. 
It is interesting to note, that both executors, appointed in the will, 
John Coombs, and John Coombs (junior) have both died by 27th April 1888.

121 CHURCH'S FLAT from Vision and Realisation page 626 


Daniel coyle first proposed the erection of this National School in October 
1858. The stone building, on a 2 acre site about a mile south of Fryerstown, 
opened on the 28th January 1860, with Benjamin Lomax as Head teacher. 

The local Patrons for the school were Ri chard West, Henry Boyle, Andrew 
Smyth, William Thorn, James Anderson Joseph Coyle (Correspondent) and 

Miss Fratis Weedon, teacher. The first day enrolment of 8 pupils rose to 
41 early in February. By May 1867 the asa. was over 100, and the building 
had to be enlarged. Fire completely destroyed the school in 1870, and an 
old brewery had to be substituted for classrooms during the erection of a 
new stone school. At the end of 1872, overcrowding necessitated another 
infant's room being added. However, by 1884, the whole place appeared 
dilapidated and numbers were declining. In September 1895 the school 
amalgamated with, and became an adjunct of SS252 Fryerstown, and eventually 
closed on 31st of January 1903.

Friday 19th September, 1873 


Miss F. Weedon, who has been a teacher in the Church's Flat School, Fryers, 
for eleven years is to receive some recognition for her long and valuable 
services. There is little doubt but for Miss Weedon, the school would have 
been closed, but the persistant and untiring energy through all kinds of 
difficulties finally triumphed, and the Committee and public are now 
interesting themselves as to what form their acknowledgement should take. 


The ‘First Generation’ attended this school. 

It was built on a flatish area on top of rising ground, above Fryer's Creek. 
It was completely surrounded by old diggings. 

The last year Harry Hawkins was at school, 1877-78, he won the prize for 

the best student, and received two large volumes of an Encyclopaedia printed 
in those days. 

Keven Maple of Ararat, did have his great grand fathers books. 


In the 1940's Harry Hawkins showed Walter Maples where he went to school. 


The remains of the old school were just a heap of rubble, probably still 
there, in the bush. It had been ppt on the top of Sullivan's Hill.

120 CAMPBELL'S CREEK from Vision and Realisation 


The township of Campbell's Creek, in the Parish of Castlemaine, County of 
Talbot, began as a gold mining settlement 1851. The first school opened in 
September 1853 under HT Margaret Miller, and was recognised by the National 
Schools Board on lst of February 1854. It was conducted in a ‘brown calico 
tent, 224ft long, 17ft wide, and 9 ft high, supported on a timber frame’, and 
built on Block 19 on the W side of the Midland Highway adjacent to ed present 
school residence. The 49 pupils were charged fees varying from ls 64 to 

2s 64 per week, In 1856 a wooden building was erected on the same site at a 
cost of £238, £120 being provided by the Board. In 1862 the school became 
Campbell's Creek Common School No. 120 and in 1873, S120. 

HT's of the school following Miss Miller were Herbert Packe, Charles Packe, 

A. Hallifax, and W.J. Clark. Interested members of the community responsible 
for the opening of the first school were T. Golden, J & T. Jenkin, F. Wheat- 
croft, and D. Fullarton who was first Secretary of the local Board of Patrons. 
In 1857 Dr Robert B. Boden became Secretary end retained that position for 
many years. Two Denominational Schools were opened in the township in the 1850's 
one by the Methodist Church in 1856 and the other by the Presbyterian Church 

in 1857. The former became Gommon School No. 160 and the latter Common School 
No. reds but both ceased to function after the passing of the EDUCATION ACT. 

in 1872 

Thé first HT of SS120, James Elvins, who had been HT of Common School No. 160 
since 1865, retained his position at SS120 until 1883. 

First Correspondent of the School Committee of SS120 was W.H. Bienvenu. 

By 1873 the school population had so increased that buildings of the former 
Methodist School had to be rented for several years. As this created problems, 
the buildings being a mile apart, it was decided to erect a new building on 
Blocks 21, 81-84, and 105-108 on the E side of the main road, in the centre of 
the township. The tender of £1997-12-8 by J. Summerland was accepted and the 
building completed and opened in 1878; the building and site have remained 
substaintially the same to the present day. 

Long-service HT's have been:Messrs J. Elvins (11 years), R Strahan (6 years), 
R. “Campbell (13 years), J.H. Osborne (4 years), J.H. Ellis (5 years), D. Lindsay 
(6 years), R Fletcher (8 years), A.F. Gabriel (20 years), N.R. Williams (4 years) 
and since 1967, W. Souter. 

Maximum attendance was reached in 1878, with an enrolment of 404, but this 
steadily decreased to 125 in 1897. During the early years of this century, 

it increased again to 250, but during recent times enrolments have been under 
100. 

In 1926, an Endowment Plantation was established on Crown Land near the school; 
the area was increased in 1964, when another 3% acres were acquired and this 
planting has now been completed. 

In 1926 a Mother's Club was formed with Mrs Linday as the first President, and 
Mrs Waddington, Secretary. The Club disbanded later but reformed in 1948 with 
Mrs Jenkins as President and Mrs Reid, Secretary, and has continued to serve 
the school. 

Men who have been Chairmen of the School Committee include T.C. Stewart (3 years), 
A.S. Cain (.7 years), D. Winkleman (7 years), N.O. Robinson (4 years), 

T. Winkleman (20 years), D. Soloman (6 years) and C. Sheehan ( 4 years). 


The 'Second, Third and Forth Generations attended this school. 


The ‘Standard Certificate’ was earned by passing an examination in fourth eTade, 
The 'Merit' Certificate usually then a ‘leaving school' Certificate, was awarded 


for passing eighth grade.

George was the third child, of eleven children, four boys and seven girls. 
With two elder brothers, then a string of younger sisters, he would have had 


an active childhood. 


His father Richard, always had his East India Company job, so the family 
was always well informed of the 'new world', and the great riches that were 
to be had, and what came back to the Port of London, from all parts of the 
world. As they were living in the heart of London, he was able to take 


advantage of the education facilities for children of his age and class. 


It is up to conjecture about his early working life, but it is understood 
that George had been a sailor in his youth. As the facts now show, this 
looks to be true. 


Before his marriage, he is working as a commercial traveller.

October 1852 George books their passage to Australia on the 
Agnes Blackie, at a cost of £16-0-0 each. This is for a 'Steerage Passage,' 
the cheapest rate of travel. 

On the long voyage, his son John dies, and buried at sea. 

1853 10th July The Agnes Blackie arrived at Port Phillip. 

1853 11th July Daughter Sarah born. 

1853 16th September Daughter Sarah dies.

According to Ewily Cooper (1985) George and Sarah lived in Melbourne for 
the next couple of years. George working on the layout, of the streets of 


Melbourne. 


1855 3rd November. This is the first evidence of their whereabouts, 
from the Birth Certificate of their son, Richard George, born at Campbell's 
Creek. George is still calling himself a Commercial Traveller. 

1856 7th June George purchases his Fryers Creek Road, Campbell's Creek, 
property, which he called 'New London.’ 


George, after coming to Campbell's Creek, pegged a claim, on the Old Forest 
Creek, C.C. lead, which did not follow the present course of the creek. 

The old lead swepts from the C.C. flats, into the hilly deep lead which runs 
from C.C., to the Guildford deep leads. 

They were the most ancient deep leads on the first gold runs. 

George and his partner ( I have resaon to belie've this may have been this 
friend or relative, John Coombes, who came to Australia on the Agnes Blackie, 
with George and Sarah.) sank a hole on the deep lead, which was about 70 
feet deep. The going was very hard, as most of the wey was through heavy 
cemented wash, and had to be picked and gadded out, as explosives were non 
existent in those days. Took about 2 months to get to the bottom, and they 
tunnelled and drove for another 2 months or so, before abendoning the shaft. 
They took about 60 ozs of gold, which was about the best hole they sank. 
According to Harry Hawkins, his father George, never did very well out of 


his gold mining. 
1857 George is calling himself a gardener. 


As we can see by the Rate Books, of 1872, George has given up mining, and 
still calling himself a gardener. This must have been very hard work, to 
support his large family, as most of the ground around C.C. is very poor, 
later the area had large orchards, before the big irrigation areas came 


into production. 


According to Isabel Clark, George did portrait painting. The facts 
now confirm this is correct. George painted a portrait of himself, by 
looking into a mirror. Many years back, say around 1930 - 1935 there was 


a conversation between:— 


Margaret Ann Finlayson (nee Hawkins) 
her nephew David Henry Francis Hill 
her neice Isabel Hawkins ( later Mrs Isabel Clark) 


Meg (Margaret) and Dave (David) were talking about the drawing - 
painting - or sketch. The painting of George Hawkins, was at that time 
supposed to be in the possession of Herbert Spencer Hill. Bert was a 
bit of a collector of all things. He died in 1979. Nobody seems to know 
or ever heard about it now ? 36

JOHN HAWKINS 


2901-1852 = 4.1853 13 months plus. 
Born Stepney, London. 


Registration District, Stepney 1852 
Birth in Sub-district of Mile End, Oldtown, in the County of Middlesex. 


ADDRESS 12 East Street, Globefieldy, Stepney. 


On the passenger list of the "Agnes Blackie," John is shown as 10 months old. 
This may have been how old he was when the passage was booked. They sailed 
on 212-1853, this made John 13 months old. 

As they were only travelling 'Steerage Passage,' for a baby this age, the 
rigours were just to much, and sometime during the 141 day voyage, John died, 
and buried at sea. 


SARAH HAWKINS (junior) 
11-7-1853 = 16-9-1853 Born and Died Melbourne. 
AGE 2 Months 5 Days Micro film Number 00410 death, 1853. 


To all accounts, baby Sarah was born the day after they landed at Port Phillip, 
11-7-1853, at the "Immigrants Home," Melbourne. 

As we ell know, Melbourne in July is wet and very cold, and living in tents 
at Canvas Town, Emerald Hill, the infant didn't stand a chance, and died 
16-9-1853, age 2 months 5 days. " 

I have checked with the Office of the Government Statist, George was just too 
busy arriving and settling in to register the birth of his daughter Sarah. 

On the death Certificate, there is no mention of where buried. 

According to Emily Cooper, (1985) Sarah (junior) was buried at "The Old 
Melbourne Cemetery." I think Emily must have gone with her grandmother on 
avisit. Emily said it was at the North End, near the Market Wall, which 
was taken over by the "Queen Victoria Market," some time after 1915.

Richard was the first born, where George and Sarah were to make their 
permanent home. He was named after his Grandfather Richard in London, 


and his father. 


1861 onwards 


As there was no free education at this stage, Richard did not receive much 
formal education, and was possibly tutored by his parents, when they could 
find the time. The elder children had instilled in them "The family welfare 
first," and this can be seen right though the years. 

The boys were to see that their sisters were brought up to be ladies. 

The younger children just could not imagine the sacrifices that the elder 
one's had made for them. 

With little education there were only labouring jobs, like putting the rail 
line through to Daylesford, Maryborough, finished 7th July 1874, Maldon 
finished 16th June 1884, Maldon - Shelbourne 1890. Also road construction 


work, in these times, there is no big machines, at best, horses. 


1874 Age 2k 


Now that their father had died, Richard and Robert are responsible for the 
upkeep of their Mother, plus the younger children. Margaret 13, William 1l, 
Frederick 9, Alfred 6. 

Robert 22, Elizabeth 19, Edward 17, Harry 15, would have to make their own 
way, and contribute. 


There is no way that Richard can contemplate marriage for himself. 


1888 Age 34 


When Sarah sells out of New London, and moves the family to Melbourne, this 
maybe about the time Richard moves to Bridgewater, on the Loddon River. 
Bridgewater is a gold bearing area, and he worked on the gold. Its very 
beautiful along the river, and this is where Richard makes his home. 


I have been told by an 'old timer' that Richard had a mud brick hut, on the 
banks of the Loddon River, the back of the present Water Wheel Flour Mill. 


Richard lived there until just before he died, when he moved back to his 
brother Bob's at Campbell's Creek. 

Richard left his savings to Bob, who in turn, gave them to Margaret. 
Roy Robinson told me, Richards boots were given to him. 


Its interesting to note that Richard was born only ten years after the first 
white child was born in the district. 
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ROBERT JOHN HAWKINS 


BORN 11-7-1857 FRYERS'S CREEK 

Micro Film No. 11790 1857 
DIED 11-10-1938 Died and Buried, Campbell' Creek. 
AGE 81 


Robert was named after Sarah's father, Robert White, and all the other 
John's, which are in both families. 

It is an interesting point, that Robets Birth Certificate is the only one 
filled in correct. The person who filled in the papers is an Edward 
Hawkins, and the next son George has, is named Edward. 


1863 onwards 

As there is no free education at this stage, Robert did not receive much 
formal education, and was possibly tutored by his parents, when they could 
find the time. 

The Elder Children had instilled in them the "Family First," and this can 
be seen right through the years. The boys were to see that their sisters 
were brought up to be ladies. The younger children just could not imagine 
the sacrifices that the elder one's had made for them. 


An 'Old Timer’ told Bob as a lad, if he worked hard enough, he would always 
be able to make a living from the gold. Gold mining was not a healthy 
occupation. Accidents were frequent, holes caved in and crushed the miners, 
and abandoned shafts full of water were a death trap, especially on dark 
nights. Sickness was rife. The miners as a class were not of robust 
health. Bob didn't do under-ground work, as he always suffered from 
bronchial trouble, (most of the Hawkins do) although he smoked a pipe, 
using the Waratah brand of tobacco. All his friends, stronger men than 
him, who worked underground, died with 'The White Death,‘ as miners 
phthisis was commonly called. This was coursed from the rock dust. 

Diggers worked all day in muddy water, but rarely washed, because clean 
water cost as much as a shilling a bucket. 

For extra money, Bob and the others, took jobs like putting the rail line 
through to Daylesford, Maryborough, finished 7th July 1874, ( we have a 
photo of a camp site) Maldon finished 16th June 1884, Shelbourne 1890. 
Also road construction work, we must remember in these times, there is 

not much in the way of machinery. 

Bob was a small man of light statue, 5ft 6 ins in height approximately, 
with a lot of dark hair, he was left harided.

1878 Age 22. 

Now that their father had died, Robert and Richard are responsible for the 
up keep of their Mother, plus al] the younger children, Alfred being the 
youngest, age 6. William is Roberts favourite brother, and at 11/12 years 
old enough to leave school. Robert decides it is best if William stays on 
at school, so he will get e good education, and go into a trade. Robert puts 
up the money to keep him at school, and so an agreement is made. 


To pay Robert back, William will teach the trade to all of Roberts sons. 


1888 Age 32 
His Mother sells "New London," and all move off to Melbourne, Bob is the 
only one still at Campbell's Creek, as the only work he knows, is working 


on the gold. 


1893 Age 36 About the time he married. 

Bob had just discovered a fairly rich gutter, just out of the main channel, 
which the old diggers had missed, when working the German Gully Lead. 

Bob made a good bit from his claim, and this wae what paid for the new home, 
he got builtat a cost of £52-0-0. 

Bob sank holes in nearly every gully around the hill's of Campbell's Creek, 
hoping to strike another good claim, which the old diggers had missed. 

He used to leave home at daylight, and fossick all day, sometimes getting 
next to nothing, other days a couple of dwt. (pennyweight) 

Bob did quite a lot of work up the top of Chicer Gully, and Smarts Gully. 
There was a run of gold ran across country up and down hills into German 
Gully. Bob got a nice nugget there. ( I know, (Walter Maples) exactly 
where he got his find in German Gully.) 

Bob did a lot of ground sluicing on the "Red Hill," as there was some fine 
gold on the surface. He had to work very hard for a dwt. a day. one could 
see up until a few years ago (1974) where Bob had done the work. Red Hill 
is on the left hand side as you cross the railway line, after you have come 
through the Campbell's Creek township. 

Up until this time (1974) about 40 years after he had died, there was no 
regrowth on the hills, it was completely bare, showing @ white and red clay 
surface. A man wes allowed to take it up from the Crown about 1980, and he 
put a bulldozer on, levelled up the ground, and filled in the holes. It was 
a shame in one way, as the Chinese holes were round, and the footholes in the 
cement could still be seen where they climed in and out. You could see the 


foot holes going down, for over 20 feet.

1893 Married at Campbell's Creek Micro Film No. 6779 
Robert John Hawkins Age 36 1893 
to 
Sophia Volkmer -Age 27 


Robert and Sophie married at a local church, and Ellen (Nell Meurer) told 
us as children how lovely "Sof" looked. 

They took up 2 acres, on a miners right, at a cost of 5/= per year, and got 
built a timber cottage, at a cost of £52-0-0. It consisted of two main 
rooms, with kitchen and porch, with a one room addition many years later. 
Robert did not vote at the 1899 Federal Referendum, as his property was only 
on a Miners Right. The property was only made freehold after he died. 

In these times one had to make one's own entertainment, Bob taught himself 
to play the tin whistle, or poor man's flute. 

Bob, when he married, must have bought a new pair of shoes, and as he wore 
them only on a Sunday, and special times, and had them for forty years. 
Each Sunday, Bob would go and visit his boyhood friend, Alfred Armstrong, 
who lived up near the 'Old Hawkins Home.' 


1894 Age 37 First Child Amelia (Miliie ) 248-1894 
Micro Film No. 18629 1894 

1896 39 Second Child Robert William (Bill) 21-6-1896 
1898 4a Third Child Frederick Henry 10-10-1898 
1900 43 Fourth Child George Alfred 23-12-1900 
1903 46 Fifth Child Hyfle Alice 1903 
1907 50 Sixth Child Heneritha (Ettie) 13-5-1907

As you can see, the years went by, and Bobs family steadily grew, and he 
himself was middle aged. 

Robert was a very good gardener, and always grew all his vegetables and 
fruit, for his large family. All the watering was done by hand, from 
their dams, (which were filled by 'the race.) For milk, they kept goats, 
which at times, got into the vegie garden, and would eat the 'lot', and 
take months to all grow again. 

1909 Age 52 

Bobs eldest son Robert William (Bill) was down at his brother William's 
at Sale, learning the baking trade. Taking up that promise made so many 
years before, and it looked like all his son's would be bakers. 

A chain of events has started to take shape. 

1910 Age 53 


It would be about this time that Bob and Sof realized the sad fact that 
their daughter Heneritha (Ettie) may never walk. Ettie had been born with 
Bell's Palsy ( Palsy n Paralysis - cerebral - condition of weakness 
- imperfect control of moments, and spasticity - following damage to the 
brain at birth) In these times, most babies were born at home. 
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CONTINUED Robert John Hawkins 30 


2-3-1910 Robert's Mother, Sarah dies in Melbourne, age 81 


5-12-1910 Robert's wife has their seventh child, Isabel 


As you can see, Isabel was born 9 months, 2 days after her Grand mother died. 
Robert must have been really upset at the lost of his mother. (I only noticed 
this as I put the dates in order.) 


5-6-1911 Sale, Williams wife Sarah, dies in child birth (seventh child) 


This event has enormous repercussions for all at Campbell's Creek, end changed 
the lives of many people. 

William is now a widower, with three children, Wilfred 11% years, Clarence 8, 
Nellie 7, to look after, plus a bakery and cake shop to run, plus an apprentice. 
Times are rough, William and his nephew William (Bill) have a fall out, over 
the cleaning of the bread tins, and so Bill returns home to Campbell's Creek. 
William just can't forefill his obligation to his brother Robert. 

Frederick and George can't go to Sale to do the trade, as no woman at home 
doing the house worke 


1912 Age 55 Life is becoming a bit of a stuggle, with son William 
back from Sale, and no trade propects for his other sons. 

Accidents are prevalent. One of the golden rules is ‘never leave a gun 
loaded', this Robert did. His youngest son George, being an active 1] year 
old, on a hot summer day, plays with his father's gun. 

Isabel age 13 moriths, Myrtle 9 years, are with George. George first points 
the gun at Myrtle, who says, "point it at the baby," which "alas" he does, 
and pulls the trigger. Isabel, screaming in the pram, has been shot in the 
eye. George rushs off, and intends to jump into the dam, but hesitates, 
and goes back to look if Isabel is still alive. 


Grandpa Volkmer, decides Isabel must have the best treatment available, and 
pays all expenses for Sovhia and her neice, Elsis Mobbs to take Isabel to 
the Melbourne Eye and Ear Hospital, where she had her eye removed and scrapped. 


1914 Age 57 World War 1 breaks out, and the enery is Germany. This is 
another conflict of interest. Robert's eldest son William (Bill) is eighteen 
years, and old enough to enlist. It is a terrible time for all, as the 
German back ground of the Volkmer's is played down. Sophia and Grandpa 
Volkmer are anti-war. 


1915 Age 58 First child married Amelia age 20 


1918 Age 61 The War is over. None of Roberts sons have gone. 

It has been a tragic time for everyone. Robert is glad when his children 
start to leave home, as he has actually brought up two families, plus 
helping his sister Elizabeth when she was a widow, with a young son. 

Bob never showed his three sons anything about getting gold, as it was such 
a poor livelyhood. This way, with no interest, they got into other work. 


At regular intervals, Bob would bring out his hand held gold scales, and 
weigh up enough gold to cover the families expenses. Making a living from 
gold propecting, did not lead to a very luxurious life, only the bearest 
of commodities could be afforded. 


Bob gave all his sons on their 2lst birthday a gold tie pin, which was all 
very nice, but they were only swagging around Northern Victoria, naturally 
they all lost them. 


1920 Age 63 The only son to marry, George age 20. 


There came a time when the different roads and lanes had to be named. 

The people in charge came around and asked Bob, as he was the first house 
in the road, if he would like it named after the "Hawkins," Bob said "No," 
so that's why its called Heard's Road, what a pity. 
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CONTINUED Robert John Hawkins. 


1925 Age 68 Robert is furious when his son George adopes a baby boy. 
He feels his son should help the "family first." Robert always did his duty 
by the family, to take on another man's child was just too much. 


When the age pension came in, Bob said, "now that people have this extra money, 
that the good food would kill them. Well, actually this is not far wrong, as 
the richer food/drink, is killing people - with cancer etc. 

"Dead Heads'' were people who didn't go to work, therefore they didn't need to 
eat meat. 


1926 25th July Gottlieb Volkmer dies age 90 
Bob didn't like is father-in-law, Gottlieb, I suppose because he had travelled 
the world twice, been places which were just distant names td Bobe 


1927 Age 70 Son William (Bill) buys his baker shop at Underbool 
1929 Age 72 Daughter Myrtle Alice Marries 

Son Bill buys farm at Underbool. Robert never visits the farm. 
1932 Age 75 Brother Richards dies age 76 


1936 Age 79 Brother William Dies age 69 
Son Frederich cames back to Campbell's Creek to live. 


1938 Age 81 Passed away. Although never attaining great wealth, or high 
social status, was a man of considerable moral, well known 
and respected citizen. Told his son Frederick he'd had a 
good life. 
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SOPHIE HAWKINS nee Volkmer 
BORN 1866 The Loddon Micro Film No. 13530 1866 


DIED 10-11-1945 Died Castlemaine, buried 
Campbell's Creek 


AGE 7 


Her father Gottlieb Volkmer, born 1836, at Scheessal (German Spelling ScheeBel) 

in the then State of Hanover, now in West Germany. This is not far from 
Bremen. 

He arrived at Port Phillip, 18th December 1857, on the Roxburgh Castle, after 

a voyage of 100 days, age 21. 


Her mother, Catharina Margaretha Emilie (Emilie) Koster. Born 1826 at Altona, 
(just out of Hamburg) in the then state of Holstein, (now West Germany). 

She arrived with her three other sister's and brother, on the ship 'Karantine', 
from the Port of Liverpool, 9th June 1860. (This date and ship to be confirmed.) 
Emilie and Gottlieb were married 18-1-1861, at the Luthern Mission House, 
Sandhurst, (that was what Bendigo was called until the 1890's.) 


In the early days, there were a large number of people who spoke Low German. 
Sophie always spoke German to her father. It is a know fact, that as a person 
gets older, they revert back to their native tongue. Gottlieb when young 
could possibly speak English, but not read it so well. He always had the 
German papers that were printed in Melbourne sent. As he got older, (he lived 
near by, and died 25-7-1926, age 90,) his daughters would have been the only 
one's who could understand him. 

Sophie was the youngest of three children, two girls, and a boy. 


1873 Age 7 


Her mother Emilie Volkmer died 15-4-1873, age 47, at Lady Gully, Moonlight, 
Castlemaine Borough, County Talbot. Buried at Campbell's Creek. 


Her father was working with his brothers-in-law, or a rich mine at Lady Gully. 
Sophie went to a German speaking school, possibly at Lady Gully, as a smell 
German speaking community. 


It is not long after this, that her Uncle Claus Koster, with the money from 
the Lady Gully mine, moves his family to Fiji, where he buys a sugar plantation, 
situated at Navistoka, Waimanu, Rewa, not far out of Suva. 


1879 Age 13 


Sophie's father receives news from Germany, and he takes a trip back. He 

was away about one year. He would have gone by the new shorter route, the 
Suez Canel, opened in 1869. F 

Mrs Heard of Campbell's Creek, looked after the children, Anna 17, Fredrick 15, 
and Sophie 13, while Gottlieb was away. Father returns, and brings Sophie 
back a present of a lovely watch, (an expensive item in these times ) 

Ruth Clark now has this watch. Gottlieb would have stayed back in Germany, 

as the political climate has improved, but he had his family in Australia, 

but he could have sent for them ? 


The next 10 years we know very little. Sophie has moved to Melbourne, and 

had live in, house work jobs. Her father's German friends are now also 

living in Melbourne, Claus Gronn, and Jen Friis. 

One job was at Rowena Parade, Richmond. She also had a job in North Melbourne, 
and use to come to the "Hawkins Shop," to buy vegetables for the household. 
Sophie was "told off " by the Mistress, for not going to the Market, to 

" save a Penny," but that entailed a long walk, so Sophie went to the "Corner 
Store,"" This may have been hoysshe meet her husband Robert. 


CONTINUED Sophie Hawkins nee Volkmer 


Sophie was a lovely looking woman, about 5 ft. 10 ins in height, with broad 
shoulders, a fine figure of a woman, with pale blue eyes. She would need 
this strengh to see her over the difficult years that were ahead of her. 


1890 Age 24 

Her father and brother Fredrick, go to the Tibooburra gold fields, in far 
North West N.S.W., working as carrier's. The freight came up the Murray River, 
then up the Darling River on the paddle steamers to Wilcannia. The next 207 
miles by dray to Tibooburra, over very dry country. They worked there for 
about 9 years, and 1 year in Queensland. 


1893 At Campbell's Creek Sophie Volkmer Age 27 
Married to 
Robert John Hawkins Age 36 
Micro Film No. 6779 1893 


They were married at a local church at Campbell's Creek, and Ellen (Ne11) 
Meurer was there, and told us as children how lovely 'Sof' looked. 

The Meurer's have been life long friends of the Hawkins, and have helped out 
in the most difficult of times. 

When Sophie moved to her new home, there where many people living in the area, 
all on small acreages. She could pick up the coach (horse driven) at the 
corner, and go into Castlemaine. 


1894 Age 28 First Child Amelia (Millie) 24m8=1894 

Micro Film No. 18629 1894 
1896 30 Second Child Robert William 21-6-1896 
1898 32 Third Child Frederick Henry 10-10~1898 


All the children were born at home, which was the custom in these times. 
As Sophie's children grew up, they had a mixture of languages, which made it 
difficult at school. 


1899 Age 33 Sophie's brother Fredrick dies at Tibooburra N.S.W. 
14th August, Aged 35, singlé. Micro Film No. 11047 


1900 Age 3h 15th October. Sophie's father, Gottlieb Volkmer, 

Naturalized, after being in Australia 43 years. 
Gottlieb moves back to live near Sophie at Campbell's Creek, and lives with 
his elder daughter Anna, Mrs Mobbs. 


Fourth Child George Alfred 23-12-1900 
1903 Age 37 Fifth Child Myrtle Alice 9-1903 
1907 = Age 41 Sixth Child Heneritha (Ettie) 13-5-1907 
1909 Age 43 Robert William goes to his Uncle William at Sale to learn 
the baking trade. . 
1910 A Sarah Hawkins dies in Melbourne, and Sophie has her 
seventh child, Isabel 5-12-1910 
1911 45 Sophie's sister-in-law Sarah, dies in Sale, of child 
birth (seventh child) 
1912 46 Life is becoming a struggle, and son William is back from 


Sale. Isabel has had that tragic accident, Sophie and her niece Elsis Mobbs, 
have been in Melbourne with Isabel, at the Eye and Ear Hospital. Grandpa 


Volkmer paid all expenses for the operation. His motto was "Make every penny 
a prisoner," but this was not the time to think about costs. 

Sof already has her hands full with Heneritha, who alas, never walks. 

It is about this time she has a stroke, and has to have battery shocks to 

the mouth to straighten it. 
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People had sterted to move away by the time Isabel was born, and services 
start to be curtailed. No longer could Sof catch the coach at the corner, 
but had to walk about one mile into Caiipbelt."6 Creek to catch it. They 
never had their own transport. 


CONTINUED Sophie Hawkins nee Volkmer 


1914 Age 48 First World War breaks out. 

Grandpa Volkmer and Sof didn't wont the boys to go to the war. Grandpa had 
left the Old Counrty so many yeers before because of war, and having to fight. 
He still had relations living there, and thought they would be killing each 
other. Sons William and Frederick go up the Mallee working on farms, to 

get away from it all. 


1915 Age 4g First child to marry, Amelia age 20 


1918 Ace 52 

After the First World Wer, the propaganda-fed war time hostility to cvery 
thing German still lingered. Many towns that had German names changed them, 
like Holbrook N.S.W., Peterborough S.A., and many more. 


1920 Age 54 The only son to marry, George age 20 


1925 Age 59° The news that son Georse has adopted a baby boy is 
not received well at C/C. 


1926 Age 60 

25th July, Sophie's father Gottlieb, past away, age 90. He was buried with 
his wife Emilie, who died 53 years before. They are in the same row, and a 
couple of graves from Emilie's sister and brother-in-law, Sophie and Thomas 
Petersen, o° Strengways 3461. 

It is not long after this that Sof only sister, Anna, moves to Melbourne with 
her daughter Elsie. 


For Sephie, there was no let up, washing had to be done every day, and no 
modern facilites, only a copper out in the open, and no running water. 
Bob had to be near his work, the only work he knew, it was a reel toss up. 


1929 Age 63 Myrtle Alice married at Stawell, & William buys farm 
at Underbool. 

1937 Age 71 Son Frederick came back to C/C to help his parents. 

1938 Age 72 11-10-1938 Husband Robert dies, age 81. They had 


been married 45 years. 


Spohie stays on at C/C with son Frederick and Heneritha, but she is getting 
old, and Heneritha makes a lot of work. The Hawkins old time friend, Nell 
Meurer, instigates to get Heneritha admitted to the Alexander Home in 
Castlemaine. 


1944 Age 78 Sophie has a fall, and moves to Melbourne with daughter 
Millie. Later she moves back to the Alexander Home at Castlemaine. 


10-11-1945 Died, age 79. 
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AMELIA HAWKINS 


BORN 24—_8=1 894 Campbell's Creek 
MARRIED 1915 Age 20 Melbourne 
DIED 2-1964 Age 69 Melbourne 


Amelia (Millie) was very delicate as a child, and at about age seven, her 
parents thought she might die, so a lovely photo was taken. With three younger 
brothers, she had to be quick at meal time, as the boys cleaned up all before 
them, and all before Millie. 


Her mother could not stand her tidying up at home, so when she was old enough 
she had to get a live-in-job. Millie worked as a live-in for the Fords, on 
Campbell's Creek. She was working for the Brown's in Castlemaine, when her 
youngest sister is born, one of the Brown's was named Isabel, Millie liked 
the name, so that was the name given the new baby. 


Millie had the job of looking after the family, when her mother and cousin 
Eisie, were in Melbourne with Isabel after the accident. It is not long after 
this, that her and a girl friend, move to Melbourne, to do live-in-house work. 
Millie has grown into a slight woman, of about 5ft 2ins, and fair hair and 
complexion. 


One day, being sent to the wood merchant, Millie asks a nice young man the 
direction. This young chap is Alfred Emery, who becomes her husband.

There was a big housing shortage in Melbourne, in the early 1950's, so Millie 
let rooms. A number came and went until the Dalforno's from Northern Italy. 
The male members of the Dalfornc's family arrived in Australia first. Millie 
let them the whole house for £6-0-0 per week, (big money in these times) 
Millie was going to live with her brother Bill, at his new property at Hall's 
Gap. This she never did, but put a caravan beside her house, in the lane, 
and stayed on.

1877 Age 13. The last year he was at school, won the prize for the best 
student, and received two large volumes of an Encyclopaedia printed in those 
times. Up to a short time ago, Kevin Maple had them. 


1878 Age 15 Hie father dies. This is about the time he went looking for 
gold, and camped on Fryer's Creek, just up stream for Vaughan. Built a bit 
of a hut, and used to sleep on bundles of gum leaves, so as not to catch cold. 


1884 Age 20 Harry and several young local chaps went to a gold rush in 
South Australia, near the N.S.W. Border, near Cockburn, which is just out of 
Broken Hill. A good deal of the travelling was by stage coach, and a lot on 
foot. He only got a few small nuggets, and none of them did any good out of 
it. Said they may have done better it there was some water around, as it was 
avery dry area. They only stayed a few weeks, and returned to Campbell's 
Creek. This is interesting, because there is a photo of four young men, taken 
at Beechworth, they also had gold fields, but which 'Hawkins' it is, is hard 
to tell, as they more or less all looked very similar. 

He also went dam sinking in Western N.S.W. 


1888 Married Harry Hawkins Age 24 


Mary Ann Smith Age 21 


Harry married a local Castlemaine girl, and after they married, made the move 
to North Melbourne. This would seem like the time his Mother and the others 
moved to the shop at North Melbourne. He worked for the Couricil on street and 
footpath making. 


1889 Age 25 Born a son Harry William at North Melbourne 


1891 Age 27 Born a daughter Marion Catherine At North Melbourne 
1892 Harry youngest brother Alfred, marry's his sister-in-law, Eliz Smith. 


When the Great Depression of 1890's hit Melbourne, he lost his job, and 
returned to Campbell's Creek. 


1894 Age 30 Born a son Edward Joseph at Campbell's Creek 


He went back to gold prospecting and pegged @ claim below his brother Bob, 
who had just discovered a fairly rich gutter. Harry said he got a nice bit 
of gold out of his claim. This is what paid for the new house he got built 
at a cost of £52-0-0, the same as his brother Bob's. 


Harry said about the middle of December, in the mid 1890's, he was walking 
home after fossicking in a small gully, just off the head of German Gully. 

He had got about 2 dwt for his days work, he drove his pick into the ground, 
took out his pipe, and plug of tobacco, cut some tobacco, and lit up the pipe, 
and when he pulled his pick out of the ground, a five penny weight price of 
gold came out with a piece of dirt. He immediately pegged out a claim, and 
brought some water from the 'race', which was only about 60 to 70 yards away, 
and ground sluiced the area, and in a week had 25 ozs of gold. 

He said his kids had the best Christmas they ever had that year. Harry said 
he did a lot of work there, but did not get any more gold. 


CONTINUED Harry Hawkins (senior) Lb 


1899 Voted at the Federal Referendum to form the Commonwealth. 


1900 Age 36 The big hydraulic dredges started up, and Harry worked 
for many years on them. At one time he used to walk across country from 
Campbell's Creek to Golden Point, near Chewton, do his days work, and then 
walk home again. 


1904 Age 40 lst September. He was working on the dredges at 
Diamond Gully, and was arriving for the 4 pm to midnight shift, when a tin 
of gelignite and detonators blew up, killing Patrick Gilmore, the manager, 
and badly injuring Charles Boots, age 46 of Campbell's Creek, who was the 
man in charge of the explosives. Boots had his stomach hanging out, and a 
leg nearly blown off, which the local doctor amputated, removed a section 
of his stomach, and joined up the ends. Boots was not expected to live, 
but did, and lived for many years after. It was a remarkable piece of 
surgery for those times. 

Harry worked for may years for the 'Ford' brothers, on their dredges, and 
left them after having a violent row with one of the young Fords, at Spring 
Gully, near Fryer's Town. Wages in those times were £2-0-0 per week, he 
used to get £2-5-0. One of the Fords told Walter Maple, Harry was the best 
man they ever employed, could work as good as three men. 


Harry worked at the ‘Little Nuggety Mine' for some months, as an underground 
miner, until his wife insisted that he give it up, as she didn't want a 
husband with a miners complaint. 


Harry then took a job with the Water Commission, and worked for them until 
he retires. 


1914 Age 50 Daughter Marion (May) marry's. 
1916 Age 52 First grand child, Norma. 


1918 Age 54 Son Edward (Ted) marry's At Peterborough, S.A. 
Born second grand child, Roy. 


1918 7th October, daughter May dies, age 26. 


Harry used to grow a lot of strawberries, and nieces and nephews from over 
the road helped pick them. 

Harry missed out on his natural calling, he should have been a lawyer, he 
would argue about anything. 


1924 Age 60 Son Edward came back to Campbell's Creek sick, and 
dies, age 30. 
1925 Sister Margaret lives with Harry and Mary, but not for long. 


1934 Age 70 Retired from the Water Commission. 
1935 Age 71 Wife Mary dies, age 67. 


After he retired, he ground sluiced a small piece of surface near the 
Nuggety Mine, near New London, not far from where he lived, and got two 
ounces of gold, over a couple of weeks. That was the last he did on gold. 


1945 Age 81 Had built away from the main house, a large room/sleepout. 
He made some complicated deal with the purchaser of his house/property, that 
they were to cook his meals. 

It did not work out to be a satisfactory arrangement, as the young woman 
was busy having a family. 

There are still plenty of landmarks around Campbell's Creek, of Harry's 
hard work. The orchardists in Campbell's Creek decided they would have 
their own dam, for holding water, and got him to build it. 


CONTINUED Harry Hawkins (senior) 


He built the bank, doing it all with pick and shovel, and wheelbarrow. 

It would be at least 30 yards long, and 6 or 7 feet high, and is still in 
use today. It is situated in the Scout Camp. The Dam is known as the 
‘Common Dam,' and many of the older people of Campbell's Creek learnt to 
swim in it. He also cut the water race ( a race is a channel cut in the 
natural slate/rock/ or ground, allowing water to flow by natural gravitition) 
away from the dam, to supply the various orchards. 

Probably a couple of miles of race. Harry was paid £10-0-0 for this job.

They had a horse called "Billy," and Harry every Sunday took his family to 
Mass. (I think this would be St.Mary's, Castlemaine.) in the sulky. 
Harry himself, never went into the church, but sat and waited out side.

1918 7th October. Daughter May dies, age 26. 
The soldiers returning from the First World War, brought back with them the 
Spanish Flu, that swept the world, and millions died. 

It was indeed 
a sad time for Mary and Harry, as Mary dearly wished to look after her grand 
children, but they went to the Robinson's.

Harry (junior) was delicate as a lad, with a bad back. This could have been 
the time he learns to knit, he would knit his own socks. He later worked on 
the big sheep properties at Camperdown, in the Western District of Victoria. 


He was the chauffeur to Sir Chester Manifold, who was chairman of the Victorian 
Racing Club, and who later was the instigrator of the T.A.B. (Totalizator 
Agency Board.) 

History has a way of repeating its self. One of Harry's jobs was to drive the 
Manifolds to church, the Church of England, and he had to wait out side, as he 
himself, had earlier been to Mass. 


1930's The same time as Harry is working for: the Manifold's at Camperdown, 
his first cousin, Isabel (Bella) is working for their relations, the Hood's in 
Toorak. Mrs Manifold and Mrs Hood were sisters. 


As he acquired money, he invested in blocks of land and had houses built. 


1939 Age 50 Second World War breaks out, and he moves to Melbourne, and 
worked as a storeman in ammunition, and then disposals. He also spent some 
time at Victoria Barracks. 


1948 Age 59 Had a couple of houses built at Ararat, and owned up to ten 
houses at one time. 


1954 Age 65 Worked at Heidelberg Repatriation Hospital until he retired. 
He had always been a very tight man, but as he grew older, he began working 
without a business footing. :

The Rev. son Harry, went on to become Premier of Victoria, 1918 - 1924, 
he then entered Federal Politics, until 1934, when he retired. 


1888 Age 23 Margaret moves with her mother, and brothers, Willian, 
Frederick, and Alfred, to a shop at Alfred Street, North Melbourne. 

There is a photo outside one of the shops. I feel it is the Alfred Street 
address, as the young man in it, I think is Frederick.

Told to us in 1965, by am “Old Timer of the Town," who remembered them, 
because he played with a boy called "Sam," who was living with them at the 
time. This maybe James Sherwood, or more likely, Cecil Hill, both are son's 
of her sister Liz Hill. Margaret and Daniel had no children. 


1910 Age 45 They have moved back to Melbourne, and her mother 
Sarah dies, age 81. Sarah had lived in Victoria, Australia, a total 
of fifty seven years. 


Shortly after this, Margaret and Daniel make the decision to move to 

the new gold fields of Meekatharra, Western Australia. 

They travelled by sailing ship from Melbourne to Fremantle. Then possibly 
coastal sailing ship to Geraldton, and the rest of the journey by stage 
coach te Meekatharra. Even by 1987 standards, with all our modern 
transport, it is remote. It is 800 kilometres north east of Perth, and 
500 kilometres east of Geraldton and Carnarvon, which are on the coast. 


They lived here, for the next twelve years, with the heat, dust, and flies. 
Water was the most important commodity, and expensive, and Mag learnt 

100 ways too make a drop of water go further, and 'mark ye' she never 
forgot. The aboriginals lived about the town, and Mag could sing their 
songs. : 


1922 Age 57 Margaret's husband Daniel dies, and she makes the long 
journey back to Melbourne. The boat trip back was just terrible, never 
to be done again. Her niece, Myrtly Hawkins, mets her off the boat, and 
Mag was so dark. Not a bit like the pale skin of the women of Melbourne. 
So to get over this problem, Myrtle bought her a hat, with a large veil. 


At first, Mag and her sister Liz (who was not recovering from her 
operation) rented a room off their niece Milly Emery (nee Hawkins). 
This didn't work out so well, so Mag remted a house for them. 


1924 Age 59 Her only sister, Elizabeth Hill, dies age 65. 


1925 Age 60 Mag and Isabel go back to live at Campbell's Creek, 
and Mag lives with her brother Harry and sister-in-law Mary Hawkins. 
This proved quite unsatisfactory, with two women in the one kitchen, and 
she moves back to Melbourne. 

When Mag got back from the "West," she was fairly well off. For some 
unknown reason, Mag would not buy a house. Her money was in shares, 
"The Blues," so when the share market collapsed in October 1929, she 
would have lost quite a good deal of money.

As the years go by, to help pay for the rent, Mag has her nieces and nephew's 
boarding with her, or visiting. Isabel lived with her the most, depending 
on her jobs, and between their tiffs. Amother long term boarder was her 
nephew, David Hill. James Sherwood was also a frequent visitor. 


Also, at the same time, she sub-let out a room, to a lodger, so always had 
a full house. 

Mag, from her youth, had always walked long distances, she literally would 
walk Isabel into the ground. Mag would walk from Hawthorn/Glenferrie, into 
the Melbourne City Area, and back. When she got home, just take off her 
shoes and frock, and throw herself on the bed, and go to sleep. 


Mag was furious with Nellie Boulton (nee Hawkins) suggesting Isabel get a 
job at a hotel. Mag reckoned Nellie would not have been inside one herself. 
Isabel left Mag's for a time after this, and went to Bartrops at Albert Park. 


Mag kept fowls, and they each had names. 


1930 Age 65 Address 24 Edward Street, 


Mag was a professional dressmaker, and craft woman. Even when she was at 
Meekatharra, she sent parcels back to her brother Robert, for his girls. 

In these times, you made everything. 

Mag was a beautiful crocheter, making all sorts of house-hold items. 

Milk jug covers with beads, doily's, edges on linen table cloths, whole table 
cloths, mats, pillow-shams, lace collars, sauce bottle covers etc. 


In the depression years, listening maybe to the wireless, Mag and Isabel 
would make all these beautiful crochet works. Mag then sent Isabel, door 
to. door, selling their wares, tc all the big houses around there area. 


Although Mag didn't actually go to church, her early church upbring was 
strong. Sunday, a day of rest was up held, even to the point of Isabel not 
allowed too read a book. 


1934 = 1951 No. 25 William Street, Glenferrie, Melbourne 


This was in the nicest position of all the houses Mag rented. It was one 
of a pair of masonettes, who were next door to Central Gardens. There was 
a childrens play ground at the William Street entrance, next door too the 
other house. From the front veranda, you looked down Park Street, too 
Glenferrie Road. Directly opposite was a dairy, diagonally opposite a 
corner shop. 

When she first moved in, it was on gas lights. Later on the next door 
people wanted the Land-Lord to put on the electricity. Mag said she didn't 
want it put on, "make her rent go up.” 

She always sub-let a room, to a lodger. 


Margaret's old school friend from Campbell's Creek, Margaret Haya (later 
to become Mrs McCormack ) would visit Mag every Wednesday evening. 
The Hays lived up the back of the Hawkins, "on the hill," at Campbell's 
Creek. 


1940 Age 75 It is not long after Isabel leaves and gets married, 
that Mag is approached by her two nieces, Lilian and Emily, (formerly 
Hawkins) to see if she would look after their father. That "old family 
tie," is still there, and Mags youngest brother Alfred, comes to live with 
her. 
1942 Age 77 Mag looks after her brother Alfred until he dies, 

age 70.

1946 - 1951 Age 81 - 86 


These were the years we ( Jeanette and Margaret Clark ) knew out Great 
Aunt Mag. She was an old lady mow, about 5 ft. tall, still with dark hair 
in a bun. She wore dark, long frocks. 


Mag had a temper too. We remember one instance quite vividly. 

Mum (Isabel) says, "Aunty, this cheese is mouldy." Mag, quick as a flash, 
picks up the cheese, and throws it across the room. I must admit, we thought 
this was fun. 


1947 Age 82 Mag was still a good knitter, and Isabel would bring her 


the wool, (always red) later on, back would come in a parcel to Stawell, 
lovely jumpers for us. 


1951 Age 86 Christmas ------- A Night to Remember. 


We were on our regular holiday, to visit our Great Aunt Margaret, as we 
did every Christmas, since we were old enough. We had been staying with 
various relations, and would stay with Mag this last week. 

So we would be all in the one room, Mag let us have her bed. Us girls 
would be head and tail, in her bed. I, Margaret, ‘must have the top end.! 
With all the excitement, we were exhausted, and slept right through. 

When I (Margaret) woke in the morning, I was a sight for sore eyes. All 
night, I had been bitten by flea's, my thighs and stomach were red, just 
like a piece of steak. I was like on fire. 


Dear Mag, she had no idea she had flea's, with her tough skin, they didn't 
make a mark on her. With my tender, soft skin, they had a hay day. 
There was nothing else we could do, but pack our case, and caught the train 
home to Stawell. It was surely a miserable train ride home for me. 


1952 Age 87 It is now, that her nephew Bert Hill arranged for Mag 

to go into a private nursing home. As she had always had her own way, 

she would not conform with the other residents. After some time, Bert was 
asked to take Mag some where else. This made it hard for him, and Mag was 
admitted to the Cheltenham Home, where she died 15-10-1953, age 88.

Obituary of William Hawkins Gippsland Times 2-3-1936 


Out of respect to his memory, all week-end functions at Seaspary were 
cancelled immediately when word came through from Sale that William 
Hawkins, baker of Seaspary had died 28-2-1936. 

His serious illness was of very short duration, and when he left 
Seaspray in the middle of last week to receive medical attention at 
Sale, people interested in his absence, had barely time to ask how he 
was, when an announcement was made early on Friday morning, that the 
complaint he suffered from had terminated fatally. 

For years past the deceased gentleman's friends had a habit of dropping 
into his bakery at the rear of his premisies at Seaspray, to hear his 
breezy speech, and none failed to observe, when the argument was on, 
that he never relinquised his work. He was diligent and enterprising. 
He was a man of extraordinary energy, and a wonder to many, was that 
one who worked so rapidly, and did with so little sleep, and without 
a holiday, kept going as long as he did without a breakdown. 

For many years Mr Hawkins was the live wire at Seaspray resort, and 
although he occupied no offical position he never used language to 
conceal his thoughts on what he believed was wanted to make the place 
go ahead. Roads and drainage were all important to him. 

He was a baker by trade, and a good one, and he was one of the few 
tradesman who could talk and work at the same time. His hands, in his 
calling, moved with almost lighting rapidity, and the speech that 
accompanied his energy was forcible and direct. 

When he made his first acquaintance with Sale and Seaspray he was one 
of the few men who believed that the éfforts of the working bees to 
give Sale a seaside resort would bear fruit. Unable to take his place 
with the workmen on the road he always sent someone to represent him. 
He finally established a bakery and shop at Seaspray and the week-end 
crowds that assembled on the fore shore in front of his premises 
argured well for the future welfare of Seaspray. 

He was never happier than when he saw the camp being erected at this 
popular resort, At one time an attempt was made to stop visiting 
tourists from pitching tents there but his out spoken protest quickly 
prevailed. 

The sudden passing of this picturesque citizen , was a great shock 

to tourist and settlers for until recently he was as active on his 
feet as a Sheffield runner and his mentally was bright. 


CONTINUED Obituary of William Hawkins Gippsland Times 2-3-1936 


The long lines used for fishing, the tennis racquets, guns and golf 
sticks of the permanent tourists did not appeal to him, he was content 
to find his amusement in his work. 

It is said it takes all kinds to make a world and many of us are 
misjudged, beneath Mr William Hawkins some what rought exterior, there 
was @ warm heart and this is attested by those who knew him best, 
remaining his friends to the end. 

They were at the graveside on Saturday to pay the last tribute of 
respect to a worthy citizen. 

The deceased was a man with a kindly disposition, and performed many 
generous acts. He will be greatly missed by a large circle of friends. 
Much sympathy is expressed for his wife and family in their sad 
Bereavement.
